Knight Answers Questions 
On Birch Society, Viet Nam 


Why has the United States 
become first in education, public 
philanthropy, wealth, charity, and 
health? Why is this country so 
rich and powerful? 

In answering these questions 
in his speech delivered at Santa 
Ana College’s Bill of Rights 
Week Assembly, Goodwin J. 
Knight touched upon subjects 
ranging from the John Birch 
Society and the House Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee to the 
Supreme Court and the Viet Nam 
demonstrations. 

The answers to these questions 
are found through a combination 


of two things, according to the ; 


one-time California Governor. 
The first is the way in which our 
forefathers were able to adapt 
our system of free enterprise to 
our natural resources, and the 
second is the Bill of Rights. 
“The Bill of Rights,” says 
Knight, “guarantees safety in 
personal endeavor, but we have 
had a different type of profit.” 
Our system hasn’t depended 
upon low wages and high profits, 


but has reduced the cost over the 
“long pull” so the people could

buy and spend. In this vay the 
‘““worker has become the capital- 
ist in his work, his home, and his 
savings,” proclaims Knight, who 
is now a bank director. 

At this point of his speech, 
Governor Knight opened the 
floor for questions, and was met 
with a barrage of interrogations. 
The audience, both faculty and 
students, were “sharp like raz- 
ors” in the speaker’s words. 

“T talk about theory, and they 
get down. to business like com- 
mittee members in the senate. 
Nobody was anything but totally 
polite, and they were very well 
informed, which is quite a com- 
plement to the faculty.” 

General campus reaction was 
that. Knight didn’t make his 
speech pertinent to the occasion, 
but that in all it was of great 
value in that the students had a 
chance to discuss issues and ideas 
with a person in public life.
